Prof. Goldwin Smith wrotein 1902 in “Common- 
wealth or Empire:” “Only an economical anarchist 
will. desire to array clays against class, labor against 
capital; to interfere with the discharge by the cap- 
italist of his rfecessary function in the conduct of 
industry; to withhold from him his fair gains, or 
to deprive him of his just influence in the political 
sphere. To the capitalist, as society now is, we 
mist owe the organization of great enterprises and 
the execution of great works.” 

Sunday night in Milwaukee Emma Goldman said: 
“Now is the crisis of the age, and workingmen 
should act at once.” 

We are getting a near view of what this preach- 
er of anarchy and all her kind aim at. We are get- 
ting a clear view of the truth of what Goldwin 
Smith said six years ago. 
“acting.” We are all “acting.” 
would have it, however. 

As we have often pointed out, it is not the Gold- 
man type of anarchist we need fear, nor the Debs 
kind.

They 
saw that the effect would be to put the shiftless, 
incompetent man on the same level] with the bet- 
ter kind, and that the end of the programme would 
be state socialism, where the state would find all 
employment—that is, take charge of all industries. 
The real workingmen refused to stand for it. in 
France socialism has reached a point at which it 
must be arrested or the nation must perish as suca. 
The arrest will be made. Civilization has reached 
a point where it will not go back, where anything 
that attempts to arrest civilization will be swept 
away. 

In this country what we must do first is to make 
it unpopular and unprofitable for any man to do 
what Prof. Smith condemns as the mark cf the 
anarchist. There are signs that we are cominz to 
realize this. These signs will become facts. The 
people are suffering from the effects of this an- 
archy, the real workingmen most of all. They are 
becoming resentful toward those who array class 
against class and labor against capital. 

We are coming to see another thing which will 
interest persons of foreign birth residing in this 
country. We shall not long permit the disciples 
of Red Emma to take part in our government, 
and we shall not long permit them to ~w»ntinve as 


residents of this country and teach openly their dan- | 


gerous doctrines. 

It will be a somewhat bitter fight, but the world 
will not permit anarchy to overwhelm it, or so- 
cilalism to disturb fits progress.

HE CARTER CASE. 

In all countries a court-martial is one thing 
and a court where cases are tried under the civil 
or criminal code another thing. The difference is 
more marked in this country than elsewhere, and 
an instance of the present day calis aloud for ref- 
ormation of the methods of conducting courts- 
martial. 

Readers of the daily papers will at once con- 
jecture that reference is made to the case of Ober- 
lim M. Carter, formerly a captain in the United 
States Engineer Corps. 

More than seven years ago Capt. Carter was 
charged with embezzling a large sum of money 
from the government. Being tried by court-martial, 
he was condemned to imprisonment and spent four 
years in prison. There was no way to review a 
sentence by a court-martial by a civil court. Cer- 
tain of his own innocence, certain that he had 
been convicted by a conspiracy which used whole- 
sale perjury to get a conviction, Carter's case. was 
tragically sad. 

While in prison he devised a way by which he 
might be cleared. He wrote to President McKinley 
suggesting that the government bring a civil suit 
to recover the money and thus give opportunity to 
show the truth. This suggestion was taken, with 
the result that the condemned man showed that 
he got the money from his father-in-law, that a 
conspiracy existed against him, that gross petjury 
was conimitted, that records were mutilated gnd 
that he was given no opportunity to establish his 
innocence, while all the testimony against him was 
given full weight. Capt. Carter, after four years 
in prison and seven years of fighting, has now 
proved his Innocence. There is necessity to pursue 
this a step farther. Proceedings should be had 
againet those who through perjury procured the un- 
‘just sentence. There is necessity for more than 
this. The laws governing courts-martial should be 
revised. 

Now, mark the kind of reform the New-Lights 
are prone to clamor for. No person of just mind 
will fail to see that the court-martial should be 
made to conform to what obtains in other courts. 
But the New-Lights are just now intent on con- 
forming our civil courts to the ways of the court- 
martial. To prejudice the court by unsupported 
statements from the mouths of detectives and hired 
prosecutors, to intimidate the court through popu- 
lar clamor stirred up by false statements, to make 
grand juries register the findings of “sleuths,” to 
obtain testimony by bribery and thus to rush men 
off to jail, is the way the New-Lights would con- 
duct criminal proceedings. That is what the court- 
martial did; that is what is aimed at by some of 
our ardent reformers in cases tried before civil 
tribunals. 

For thousands of years humanity has toiled 
through a thousand Gethsemanes, in agony, to get 
criminal laws established on a basis which would 
prevent such cases as this of Capt. Carter taking 
place every day. Through bloody sweat mankind 
has got our laws so reformed as to make such 
cases as near impossible as can be; and now cer- 
tain alleged “reformers” would turn history back- 
ward and give courts the power to do injustice they 
had when the judge was the creature of a tyrant

IKE A VOICE FROM THE PAST. 

Like a voice from the past comes the infor- 
mation that Capt. MeClure’s ship, the Investigator, 
one of the “wooden walls of old England,” which 
took part in one of the expeditions in search of 
Sir John Franklin, the great Arctic explorer, may 
be rescued after nearly sixty years spent in the ice. | 
It would be a marvel if this famous ship could be | 


taken from her prison in the northern realm of 
are earning much, spending sparingly and saving a 


hoary Neptune, who has kept her within his icy | 
embrace ever since McClure, after many halir- 
breadth escapes, left her in what he called “The 
Bay of God's Mercy.” a tribute to the fact that 
Providence had brought his men and himself out of 
the shadow of death. 

A few months ago the world rang with the news | 
of the great feat of Capt. Roald Amundsen, who, in 
the little sloop Gjoa, traversed the Northwest Pas- | 
sage. The gallant Norwegian deserved all the | 
praise that was showered upon him; but let it not | 
be forgoiten that Sir John Franklin and his men | 
were the first to actually prove that the passage 
exists, and also that McClure was the first to trav- 
erse it. The latter performed the great feat in 
two ships, however, while Amundsen did ft In one 
—his little forty-six-ton sloop. 

From time immemorial the Northwest Passage 
has been the object of explorer’s desires. It was a 
“hazy dream” ait first, but later became the ob- 
ject of expeditions which had a vast effect on the 
history of the Pacific Coast. Drake, that dashing 
and picturesque pirate, who ravished the treasure 
vessels of Spain, undoubtedly went far North in 
search of the mysterious passage in the hope that 
he would not have to double on his tracks around 
Cape Horn. Juan de Fuca, the somewhat mys- 
terious Greek, whose name is kept alive by the 
straits which separate the State of Washington 
from Vancouver Island, thought that he entered the 
long-sought passage when he rounded dreaded Cape 
Flattery and sailed by the frowning cliffs off which 
lies the graveyard of the Pacific. 

The main object of the voyages of Capt. Cook 
was to discover the passage, and, while he failed 
in that, he practically paved the way of Ameri- 
cans and Britishers to this coast. Capt. Vancouver, 
too, when he came to this coast to carry out the 
details of the Anglo-Spanish agreement over Noot- 
ka, was: told to keep his weather eye open for the 
Northwest Passage, but as he failed to even notice 
the mouth of the Columbia River it is hardly nec- 
essary to say that he achieved no success in that 
line. 

McClure and his crew were the first who traversed 
a northwest passage, and for this the Scot received 
the honor of knighthood, while the British House 
of Commons voted a grant of $50,000, which was 
divided between himself, the other officers and the 
crew of the Investigator, the old warship which 
the dispatch from Tacoma appearing In yesterday's 
paper states may be reached this summer by the 
steam whalers. If the ship is rescued, every ef- 
fort should be made to bring it south intact. It 
is to be hoped that the souvenir hunter and his 
hatchet does not get in bis deadly work up in the 
Arctic Circle. 


ULL TIMES CANNOT LAST. 

We have looked upon the three months from 
December 1 to February 29 as dull ones. In one 
way, it was the most encouraging quarter of a year 
ever passed in the United States. The excess value 
of our exports over imports amounted to the un- 
paralleled sum of $324,792,613. This excess of the 
value of what we sold over the value of what 
we bought is $68,000,000 more than the total cost 
of the imports. It is three times as great as all 
the gold imported to meet the recent panic. 

If we take eight months of the fiscal year which 
ended February 29, our export and import trade to- 
gether amount to §$2,193,000,000. Last year the fic- 
ures were a trifle larger for exports and imports, 
being $30,000,000 more. But, compared with the 
year before, this year shows a trade larger by $94,- 
000,000. When we realize that these three years 
compered here were the most active in trade ever 
known, it will, of course, be evident that the cur- 
rent year is very much above the average of the 
last ten and above every other average, increas- 
ing the farther one goes back. It is in exports, 
note you, not in imports, that our trade is growing 
so rapidly. For the eight months just referred to 
the exports are 38 per cent. greater than the average 
of the two preceding years. 

It seems a financial and commercial impossibility 
fhat dull times should prevail long in the face of 
facts like these. We are selling more goods abroad 
than in any other time in our history, and at the 


game time the recent shock that business receiy 
cy — 


senses. We have become less extragavant, as is 
indicated by the great falling off in tmports. A 
people who are thus receiving such vast sums of 
money for the products they have to sell and who 
are husbanding their resources so greatly, must 
necessarily be growing rich. 

People in a body as a nation are like individuals. 
Their condition is prosperous if they “earn a little, 
spend a little, and save a little.” We as a whole 


good deal. The whole country is liquidating its 
indebtedness rapidly and beginning now to accumu- 
late a fresh supply of ready money As this ac- 
cumulates, it will not lie idle, but will be promptly 
put to work to earn further increments of riches 
for those who have the ready money. This, of 
course, will increase the activities of manufacturing 
and in other ways give wage-earners an opportu- 
nity of procuring the means for a livelihood. 
There is the foundation of all real prosperity. 
Where the great mass of the people, the small 
producers and the wage-earners, are making a good 
living, business must be brisk and the whole peo-

Paul coast line of some 1700 miles is 
more than half completed, as to grad- 
ing and bridging, and about 700 miles 
of track have been laid, mainly on the 
east end. The line will be in operation 
as far west as Butte by May, and im- 
portant sections in the State of Wash- 
ington. on which steel is now being 
laid, will be in operation by midsum- 


mer. The great work has been so well 
financed that there was no let-up on 
account of hard times. 
be in operation through to Seattle and 
Tacoma early In 1909. 

The Spokane, Seattle and Portland 
Company is building about 500 miles, 
including a line from Spokane to Port- 
land and an important branch along 
Snake River from Pasco to Riparia. 
where connection is made with anoth- 
er line of about eighty miles, now be- 
ing about completed by that company 
and Harriman interests, jointly, to af- 
ford a low grade outlet from Lewiston. 
Idaho,.and the Clearwater count to 
tidewater at Portland. From Lewis- 
ton another line, supposed to be In the 
Harriman interest, is being built 100 
miles up Snake River to a point near 
Weiser, Idaho, where connection will 
be made with the Oregon Short Line.
